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REMARKS 

The Examiner is thanked for the courtesy of the telephone interview with 
the undersigned and Dr. Robert P. Scaringe on April 13, 2010, during which the 
Examiner indicated that the foregoing amendments to Claims 68, 92 and 99 
define over the Magrane reference which does not teach a continuous 
ferromagnetic adjacent to the assemblies, each formed by the permanent magnet 
32 and two pole pieces 34, 34. 

Thus, a prima facie case of anticipation of Claims 68-70, 78 and 82 based 
on Magrane and/or obviousness of Claims 68-91, 99 and 100 based on Scofield 
and Magrane and/or obviousness of Claims 92-98 based upon Scofield, Magrane 
and Yamada et al is not present. 

Accordingly, early and favorable action is now earnestly soUcited.
